Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton  for  the  year  1956. 
This  report  is  the  26th  in  the  series  since  my  appointment  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1931. 

The  vital  statistics  are  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  an 
increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  19.42  to  30.08  and  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  particularly  of  the 
lung,  which  is  one  of  our  greatest  concerns. 

1351  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  compared  with 
2313  in  1955.  There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  or  measles.  The  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  was  low,  7  cases 
being  recorded  2  paralytic  and  5  non-paralytic.  None  of  the  patients 
died.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  a  further  reduction  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  to  25  as  compared  with  32 
deaths  in  1955.  There  were  3  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  as  compared  with  5  in  1955. 

Millbrook  Health  Clinic  was  opened  early  in  May  by  Sir  John 
Charles,  k.c.b..  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
This  clinic,  the  7th  to  be  opened  since  the  war,  serves  a  large  new 
housing  estate  and  includes  part  of  the  area  incorporated  into  the 
Borough  when  the  boundary  was  extended. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  now  has  its  centre  in  1,  Archers 
Road.  In  this  new  building  we  have  included  two  flats,  one  for  the 
Superintendent  and  one  for  the  Deputy  Superintendent  and  four 
flatlets  for  the  nursing  staff. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED. 

The  Welfare  Services  Committee  have  devoted  considerable 
effort  to  improving  the  accommodation  provided  in  the  welfare 
homes.  It  is  anticipated  that  next  year,  17  Winn  Road,  premises 
previously  used  by  the  district  nurses,  will  be  opened  and  this  will 
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greatly  relieve  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  the  care  of  the  aged 
who  are  living  in  private  dewllings,  where  they  are  unable  to  care 
adequately  for  themselves.  The  Review  Panel,  which  allocates 
vacant  places  to  Part  III  accommodation  and  certain  housing 
accommodation,  continues  to  work  well  and  there  is  close 
co-operation  between  the  department  of  the  Southampton  County 
Borough  and  the  Geriatric  Unit,  the  unit  being  of  particular  help 
in  borderline  cases  where  the  needs  are  difficult  to  assess. 

(a)  Aged  Persons  Register. 

Before  the  merger  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  sections  there 
was  no  reliable  unformation  as  to  the  number  of  aged  persons 
resident  in  the  borough  in  need  of  assistance.  Such  an  omission 
was  in  my  view  one  that  had  to  be  immediately  corrected,  for 
without  such  a  register  it  was  difficult  to  ascertain  (a)  the  future 
needs  of  Part  III  residential  accommodation  (b)  accommodation  in 
housing  hostels  (c)  chiropody  services  (d)  meals  on  wheels 
(e)  friendly  visiting.  A  central  register  is  now  in  being  and  is 
readily  available. 

('b)  Chiropody  Service. 

This  service  was  started  on  10th  April,  1956,  by  the  Old  Peoples’ 
Welfare  Committee,  who  receive  an  additional  grant  from  the  Council 
of  £100.  Clinics  are  held  in  the  health  services  premises  at  King’s 
Park  Road  and  Sydney  House,  Pear  Tree  Avenue. 


(c)  Meals  on  Wheels. 

Prior  to  the  merger,  the  W.V.S.  had  transported  meals  on 
wheels  on  the  west  side  of  the  River  Itchen.  Provision  has  now 
been  made  to  extend  this  service  to  the  eastern  side  of  the  river. 

(d)  Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  Council’s  Domestic  Help  Service  has  worked  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  social  workers,  the  visitation  of  homes  to 
verify  the  need  being  undertaken  by  the  health  visitors  and  the  social 
workers.  Regular  weekly  meetings  take  place  between  the  Domestic 
Help  Supervisor  and  the  social  workers. 

Break-up  op  Families. 

The  arrangements  as  reported  fully  in  the  1955  report  continue 
to  function  satisfactorily.  The  Area  Committees  of  social  workers 
meet  weekly  in  the  Health  Centres  of  the  particular  area  and  are  of 
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great  value  in  the  interchange  of  information  on  individual  cases 
and  enabling  the  social  workers  working  in  the  same  area  to  know 
one  another  more  intimately,  and  avoids  multiplicity  of  visits.  The 
Social  Rehabilitation  Panel  includes  representatives  of  the  voluntary 
organisations,  e.g.  N.S.P.C.C.,  British  Red  Cross  Society,  Salvation 
Army,  etc.,  who  meet  fortnightly  at  the  Civic  Centre  and  cases  are 
frequently  submitted  by  the  area  committees  for  consideration  by 
the  full  panel.  1  would  particularly  mention  the  valued  help  given 
by  the  National  Assistance  Board  area  officers,  who  continue  to 
regularly  attend  meetings  of  the  panel. 


Staff. 


Difficulties  are  being  experienced  in  maintaining  the  full 
establishment  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  but  a  scheme  of  paid 
pupillage  has  been  accepted  by  the  Council. 

With  the  merger  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  sections  into  one 
department  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  out  certain  internal  re¬ 
arrangements  of  administration,  improving  efficiency  of  these 
services.

Food  Poisoning. 

Eight  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Two  of  these  occured  in  one  family  and  were  due  to  Salmonella 
^yphi-murium  infection.  The  agent  was  identified  in  only  one  of 
^he  remaining  six  cases  and  was  again  Salmonella  typhi-murium. 

The  outbreak  of  Salmonella  typhi-murium  infection  at  a  junior 
school,  referred  to  on  page  13  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1955, 
required  investigation  in  January  of  1956,  as  children  were  found 
positive  as  late  as  the  17th  January.  After  that  date  no  positive 
cases  were  found  in  spite  of  a  very  thorough  follow-up. 
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An  outbreak  of  suspected  food  poisoning  was  brought  to  my 
notice,  when  twelve  children  and  two  teachers  at  a  day  school, 
experienced  diarrhoea  about  twelve  hours  after  dinner  at  the  school. 
In  spite  of  investigation  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  meal, 
no  causal  organism  was  found  and  no  food  incriminated.  The 
meal  was  served  to  115  children  at  the  school,  and  came  from  a 
central  kitchen  which  supplies  several  other  schools  at  which  no 
one  was  affected. 

At  a  senior  school,  three  teachers  and  thirty  four  boys  in  eight 
forms  expierienced  gastro-enteritis.  All  partook  of  school  meals, 
but  many  who  ate  the  same  meals  were  unaffected  and  no  bacterio¬ 
logical  cause  was  found. 

Dysentery. 

Twenty  eight  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Ten  of  these  occured  in  a  small  outbreak  at  the  residential  children’s 
homes. 

A  number  of  cases  of  enteritis  were  reported  among  children 
at  a  school  in  January.  On  enquiry,  it  was  found  that  cases  had 
in  fact,  been  occuring  in  the  previous  month.  Investigations 
showed  that  several  of  the  children  were  suffering  from  sonne 
dysentery.  A  circular  letter  was  addressed  to  medical  practitioners 
in  the  area,  requesting  their  co-operation,  and  the  public  health 
inspectors  followed  up  all  cases  with  a  history  of  enteritis.  Any 
children  found  to  be  infected  were  excluded  from  school,  and  the 
private  practitioners  were  informed  of  the  findings  where  they  were 
not  already  treating  the  cases.  More  than  30  children  were 
affected,  mainly  in  the  infants’  department,  and  the  majority  of 
them  lived  on  the  same  estate.  There  are  about  270  children  on 
the  register  of  the  infants’  department.  Recommendations  as  to 
hygienic  measures  in  this  school  were  adopted  by  the  Education 
department  and  efficiently  supported  by  the  teaching  staff. 

Another  outbreak  occured  in  an  infants  school  in  July.  Of 
250  children  attending,  just  over  50  were  found  to  have  had  diarrhoea. 

Bacteriological  investigations  proved  18  to  be  excreting  sonne 
dysentery  organisms.  Children  who  were  positive  were  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  return  to  school  until  clear. 

Paratyphoid  fever. 

The  only  case  brought  to  light  was  first  notified  as  food 
poisoning,  and  diagnosed  later  by  bacteriological  investigation. 
No  connection  with  another  case  or  source  of  infection  could  be 
found.

There  has  been  a  decided  fall  in  the  primary  notifications. 
The  diagnostic  methods  and  notification  standard  have  remained 
unchanged.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  these  figures  reflect  a 
lower  incidence  of  tuberculous  disease  in  the  town.  This  fall  is 
spread  over  all  age  groups  and  both  sexes.  It  is  a  promising  sign 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  decrease  will  continue  in  following  years. 
A  few  persons  have  been  found  with  non-respiratory  tuberculosis; 
variation  in  these  small  numbers  is  of  little  significance.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  with  present  arrangements  the  clinic  is 
probably  aware  of  all  such  infections  occuring  in  the  town,  and 
the  low  figure  is  not  due  to  failure  of  proper  notification.

Unfortunately  five  persons  were  not  known  to  have  tuberculosis 
until  death,  four  of  whom  had  had  active  pulmonary  disease.

The  Mass  X-Ray  Service,  the  Hospitals  and  the  X-Ray  work 
of  the  Shipping  Federation  all  play  their  part  in  detection  of  un¬ 
known  cases.  It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  nearly  half  the  new 
cases  are  referred  by  the  general  practitioners,  who  therefore 
continue  to  play  the  most  important  part  in  searching  out  this 
disease.  The  unlimited  chest  X-Ray  facilities  offered  to  the  general 
practitioners  continue  to  be  used,  but  it  would  be  encouraging  to 
see  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  referred  for  this  exami¬ 
nation.

Lady  Almoner’s  Report 

During  the  year  632  cases  were  referred  to  the  Almoner’s  De¬ 
partment,  89  Domiciliary  visits  were  paid  and  weekly  rounds  were 
made  on  all  the  tuberculous  wards. 

Recuperative  holidays  were  arranged  through  the  local 
authority  for  one  family  and  five  individuals.  Twenty  three 
patients  were  sent  to  convalescent  homes  through  the  National 
Health  Service. 

71  patients  attended  the  monthly  D.R.O.  sessions,  10  went 
on  training  courses  and  5  were  found  suitable  jobs.  In  addition 
18  cases  were  referred  direct  to  the  D.R.O.  for  training  courses 
to  be  arranged. 

51  families  were  rehoused. 

The  needs  of  the  patients  referred  to  the  Almoner’s  Department 
can  be  divided  into  three  groups,  though  obviously  these  overlap: — 

(1)  Patients  in  need  of  simple  advice  and  information  in  order 
to  obtain  financial  and  other  benefits,  i.e.  from  the  Ministry 
of  Pensions,  National  Health  Insurance  and  National 
Assistance  Board. 

(2)  Those  who  need  material  help  and  liaison,  and  for  whom 
straightforward  services  can  be  performed,  such  as  ar¬ 
ranging  for  convalescence,  recuperative  holidays  and  free 
milk;  boarding  and  care  of  children,  re-housing,  obtaining 
clothing,  bedding  and  furniture;  educational  courses, 
return  to  work  etc.,  and  cases  which  may  involve  referral 
to  statutory  or  voluntary  agencies. 

(3)  Those  who  have  some  really  difficult  personal  problem 
or  anxieties.  They  need  help,  advice  and  diLcussion, 
perhaps  over  a  long  period,  in  order  to  help  them  solve 
their  problems,  readjust  themselves  and  accept  full  benefit 
from  medical  advice  and  treatment. 
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It  is  often  in  the  performance  of  the  simple  services  that  con¬ 
fidence  is  established  which  enables  the  patient  to  make  further 
use  of  the  Almoner. 


Health  Visitors 

The  health  visitors,  playing  a  vital  part  in  the  work  of  the 
clinic,  have  had  a  full  and  active  year.  As  we  steadily  come  closer 
to  dealing  with  the  resistant  group  of  “defaulters”,  and  those  who, 
to  their  own  detriment  and  to  the  misfortune  of  their  fellows,  are 
unwilling  to  face  the  problem  of  a  present  illness,  so  the  health 
visitors’  work  becomes  more  arduous,  time-consuming  and  re¬ 
quiring  of  great  tact  and  patience.  The  fall  in  the  number  of  home 
visits  does  not  in  any  way  indicate  a  falling  off  in  the  extent  of  their 
work  or  a  lessening  of  its  importance.  On  detection  of  a  fresh 
case  of  tuberculosis,  prompt  action  by  the  health  visitors,  both 
at  home  and  in  the  clinic,  is  the  effective  step  in  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  this  disease. 

During  the  year  2,986  visits  were  made  to  tuberculous  house¬ 
holds,  and  in  addition  309  visits  to  persons  suffering  from  other 
respiratory  diseases  who  were  in  difficulty.  The  increasing  pre¬ 
valence  of  bronchial  disease,  including  cancer,  is  inevitably  producing 
problems  which  are  the  proper  concern  of  the  clinic. 


Other  Services 

Throughout  the  year  the  clinic  has  continued  to  receive 
excellent  assistance  in  its  work  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratories 
and  the  laboratories  of  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital  and  the 
Chest  Hospital.

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SOUTHAMPTON  CREMATORIUM 

Cremations  carried  out  at  the  Southampton  Crematorium 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1956,  totalled  2,261,  rep¬ 
resenting  an  increase  of  198  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and 
of  537  in  two  years.  The  comparable  number  of  burials  in  the 
Municipal  Cemeteries  was  1,638. 

Six  hundred  and  three  of  those  cremated  died  in  Southampton, 
equal  to  26.6%  of  the  total  cremations,  and  26%  of  the  total 
deaths  occurring  in  the  Borough.  f.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  SECTION  93-95 

56  cases  of  non-compliance  with  an  Abatement  Notice  were 
referred  to  the  Town  Clerk  for  legal  action  with  the  following 
results : — 

(a)  Thirty-four  Notices  were  complied  with  before  Legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  instituted. 

(b)  In  six  instances  proceedings  were  instituted,  but  the  work 
was  completed  before  the  hearing  of  the  case. 

(c)  In  six  further  cases  proceedings  were  adjourned  and  summonses 
withdrawn  on  the  completion  of  the  work  required. 

(d)  In  nine  instances  the  Magistrates  made  Nuisance  Orders 
varying  from  7-28  days,  and  in  all  these  cases  the  work  was 
completed  without  further  action  being  necessary,  except  in 
one  instance  when  the  case  was  adjourned  sine  die. 

(e)  A  Nuisance  Order  was  made  for  14  days,  and  at  a  further 
hearing  as  a  result  of  non  compliance,  a  fine  of  £2  was  imposed 
with  a  continuing  penalty  of  £1  per  day.  The  owner  did  not 
comply  with  the  Order,  and  the  work  was  carried  out  in 
default. 
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SOUTHAMPTON  CORPORATION  ACT,  1931,  SECTION  119. 

During  the  year  three  notices  were  served  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act,  in  respect  of  choked  drains.  In  two  instances 
the  owners  complied  with  this  notice,  and  in  the  other  the  work 
was  carried  out  in  default  and  costs  recovered. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

Four  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough  provide 
accommodation  for  412  males,  of  which  St.  Michael’s  House 
under  the  control  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Department  has 
accommodation  for  250  males. 

Two  premises  are  under  the  control  of  religious  organisations, 
and  the  remaining  one  privately  owned. 

Thirteen  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  and  all  the  houses 
were  maintained  and  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

seamen’s  lodging  houses 

Three  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough  have  registered 
accommodation  for  253  persons.  Three  visits  were  made,  and  the 
condition  and  supervision  of  the  premises  were  found  to  be 
satisfactorily  maintained. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

The  Pet  Shops  licensed  under  this  Act  deal  mainly  in  birds  and 
fish,  with  the  occasional  sale  of  rabbits,  monkeys,  tortoises  and 
rodents. 

The  sale  of  pets  had  been  discontinued  at  three  shops.  The 
licenses  of  1 1  Pet  Shops  were  renewed,  and  one  new  application 
for  a  license  was  granted.  One  application  was  refused.  No 
complaints  were  received  regarding  these  premises,  and  25  routine 
visits  were  made. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

3EWERS 

Following  the  annual  10%  baiting  in  April,  1956,  the  first 
maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  during  May,  June  and 
July,  with  the  result  that  365  manholes  showing  prebait  “takes” 
were  poison  baited  out  of  a  total  of  781  manholes  prebaited. 

The  second  maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  during 
November  and  December,  using  different  methods  of  baiting.  In 
this  treatment  599  manholes  were  prebaited,  and  416  of  these  poison 
baited,  but  instead  of  the  usual  three-day  consecutive  baiting,  a 
sequence  on  a  1-4-8  day  basis  was  carried  out.  The  extended 
baiting  periods  were  possible  by  incorporating  the  mould  inhibitor 
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paranitrophenol  in  the  bait,  and  the  effectiveness  of  this  sequence 
of  baiting  is  illustrated  by  the  proportional  increase  in  the  number 
of  “takes”,  thereby  proving  that  time  is  required  for  the  rats  in 
sewer  systems  to  find  their  way  to  the  relatively  few  baiting  points 
provided  by  the  manholes.  The  benefits  of  the  extended  baiting 
method  may  not  be  obvious  until  two  or  three  further  treatments 
are  carried  out,  but  the  increase  in  the  proportion  of  prebait  “takes” 
is  encouraging. 

The  opportunity  was  also  taken  during  this  maintenance  treat¬ 
ment  of  gaining  experience  in  the  use  of  Warfarin.  A  small  area 
at  Coxford,  where  there  was  a  persistent  pocket  of  infestation,  was 
chosen  for  this  purpose.  Fifty-two  manholes  were  baited  with 
pinhead  oatmeal  plus  Warfarin  (5),  mineral  oil  and  paranitrophenol 
on  the  29th  October,  and  six  inspections  were  made  at  intervals 
until  29th  December,  when  it  was  found  that  baits  had  not  been 
touched  during  the  previous  sixteen  days.  This  section  of  the 
sewers  was  regarded  as  free  from  rats,  and  the  question  of  any  re- 
infestation  will  not  be  known  until  subsequent  test  baiting  has  been 
carried  out.  The  extent  of  this  Warfarin  treatment  would  be 
excessive  as  a  routine  measure,  but  the  experience  gained  will  be 
utilized  in  adapting  Warfarin  treatments  in  sewers  to  three  or 
possibly  four  visits  if  complete  clearance  of  an  area  seems  likely. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

Three  treatments  were  carried  out  at  Portswood  Disposal 
Works,  the  infestation  on  each  occasion  being  of  a  major  degree, 
and  confined  to  the  sprinkler  beds. 

At  Millbrook  Works  two  infestations  were  dealt  with,  ons 
being  major  and  one  minor. 

Chapel  Wharf  has  been  free  from  rats  during  the  past  year, 
except  at  one  period  during  the  spring  when  a  slight  infestation 
occured  at  the  garbage  enclosure.  Three  points  of  Warfarin  cleared 
these  rats  in  a  week. 

REFUSE  TIPS — MANSBRIDGE,  WESTON  and  REDLANDS 

The  three  refuse  tips  have  been  under  constant  observation, 
and  treatment  has  been  given  when  necessary.  It  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  tips  are  only  slightly  infested  compared  with 
infestations  which  existed  five  years  ago. 

SOUTHAMPTON  COMMON 

The  Common  banks  have  been  remarkably  free  from  rats 
during  the  past  year,  only  once  has  it  been  necessary  to  give  treat¬ 
ment.  On  two  other  occasions  test  baiting  was  undertaken  with 
negative  results. 
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HOUSE  DRAINS 

Seven  house  drains  were  proved  defective,  and  repairs  have 
been  carried  out  in  each  case. 

Two  defective  sewer  manhole  covers  situated  in  back  gardens, 
and  found  to  be  a  source  of  infestation,  were  made  good. 

SCHOOLS 

Fourteen  schools  were  treated  for  slight  mouse  infestations 
which  were  mostly  confined  to  the  kitchens.

HOUSING 

HOUSING  SUBSIDIES  ACT,  1956 

This  Act  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  28th  March,  1956,  and 
includes  in  its  main  purposes  the  facilitation  and  encouragement 
i  to  Local  Authorities  in  the  replacement  of  slums,  and  to  assist  and 
foster  town  development,  so  alleviating  conditions  in  the  congested 
areas  of  the  towns. 

'  An  annual  subsidy  is  payable  for  houses  provided  by  Local 

Authorities  for  displaced  families  rehoused  in  consequence  of  slum 
||  clearance.  The  demolition  of  insanitary  houses  belonging  to  the 
Local  Authority  also  rank  for  subsidy,  provided  a  certificate  is 
!  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  the  dwelling  is  unfit 
for  human  habitation. 
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SLUM  CLEARANCE  (COMPENSATION)  ACT,  1956 

The  Act  came  into  operation  on  2nd  August,  1956,  to  mitigate 
the  hardship  of  some  cases  affected  by  slum  clearance.  Provision 
is  made  for  increased  payments  to  certain  owner-occupiers  of 
houses  and  certain  business  occupiers,  and  also  in  respect  of  unfit 
but  well  maintained  houses.

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  slaughterhouses  at  Southampton  continued  to  operate 
under  the  management  of  the  Wessex  Slaughterhouses  Board.  At 
the  end  of  October  the  slaughterhouse  at  Portswood  was  closed, 
due  to  the  small  amount  of  business  being  done.  The  slaughter¬ 
house  at  the  Cattle  Market  was  not  affected. 


The  Inspectors  attended  the  slaughterhouses  during  the  periods 
of  slaughtering,  and  the  carcases  and  offals  of  13,373  animals  were 
inspected.  In  addition,  562  visits  were  made  to  butchers’  shops, 
wholesale  meat  stores  and  meat  manufacturing  premises.  The 
supervision  of  the  cold  storage  treatment  of  73  carcases  of  beef 
affected  with  Cysticercus  bovis,  were  undertaken.  These  carcases 
were  from  various  slaughterhouses,  principally  Fareham  Abattoir, 
and  sent  to  Southampton  Cold  Stores  for  the  approved  treatment. 


The  following  carcases,  parts  of  carcases  and  organs,  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  on  account  of  disease 
or  other  reasons.  Details  of  the  various  kinds  of  animals  and  the 
percentage  affected  by  disease  follows  the  summary  in  a  tabulated 
form.

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FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 
BUTCHERS,  MEAT  PREMISES  AND  OPEN  MARKET 

Inspections  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  were 
commenced  in  respect  of  butchers  shops  and  stores.  It  was  found 
that  in  a  few  instances,  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  had  had  work 
carried  out  in  anticipation  of  the  enforcement  of  the  Regulations. 

Generally  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  ask  for  the  provision 
of  separate  sinks  and  wash  hand  basins  with  constant  hot  and  cold 
water,  and  to  a  lesser  extent,  the  covering  with  impervious  materials 
of  soft  wooden  surfaces  such  as  shop  counters,  benches  and  shelves. 

The  redevelopment  of  the  lower  part  of  the  town  will  result 
in  the  resiting  of  several  meat  depots  and  two  sausage  and  meat 
manufacturing  factories.  The  new  buildings  will  be  of  modern 
construction  and  grouped  together.  All  plans  are  submitted  to  the 
Department  as  a  matter  of  routine,  and  there  has  been  excellent 
co-operation  from  architects  and  contractors  in  connection  with 
the  requirements  of  these  Regulations. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  ^he  development  plan  for  an  area 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  town  to  be  reserved  for  wholesale  fruit  and 
vegetable  traders.  The  grouping  of  these  various  food  trades  will 
facilitate  the  Food  Inspectors’  work. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  application  of  the  Regulations 
to  the  Council  owned  open  air  market  at  Kingsland  Square.  This 
is  principally  a  fruit  and  vegetable  market,  but  at  week  ends  other 
commodities  such  as  meat,  fish,  prepacked  groceries,  sweets,  etc., 
are  sold.  Three  of  the  stalls  were  provided  with  washing  arrange¬ 
ments,  and  the  Council  have  prepared  a  scheme  to  provide  sanitary 
accommodation,  wash  hand  basins  and  a  large  sink  with  hot  and 
cold  water  for  the  use  of  the  stall  holders. 

FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926 

Eight  samples  of  fertilisers  and  ten  samples  of  feeding  stuff's 
were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Analyst.  With  the  exception  of 
a  bag  of  garden  lime,  which  was  not  labelled,  in  accordance  with 
the  recent  Regulations  made  under  the  Act,  all  the  samples  were 
satisfactory. 

The  manufacturer  of  the  garden  lime  arranged  for  the  remaining 
stocks  to  be  stamped  with  the  required  particulars.

BAKEHOUSES 

No.  on  register  at  end  of  year  .  34 

This  is  a  decrease  of  four  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
It  results  from  the  closure  of  four  premises. 

During  the  year  bakehouses  became  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  which  were  partly  in  force 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  fully  effective  as  from  the  1st 
July.  Reference  is  made  later  in  this  report  to  these  Regulations, 
and  to  the  steps  taken  to  implement  them.  It  may  here  be  noted, 
however,  that  during  December,  proceedings  were  taken  before  the 
Magistrate  in  respect  of  alleged  infringements  of  the  Regulations 
by  a  local  baker.  The  Defendant  pleaded  ‘guilty’  to  four  sum¬ 
monses,  and  was  convicted  and  fined  £10  on  each  summons,  making 
a  total  of  £40. 

It  may  also  be  observed,  that  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
appeared  to  provide  a  useful  instrument  for  securing  good  hygiene 
in  bakehouses.  It  is  found  that  the  trade  is  in  general  alive  to  its 
responsibilities  under  the  Regulations,  and  most  bakehouse  oc¬ 
cupiers  have  been  most  co-operative. 

HOMEWORK— FACTORIES  ACT,  1937,  SECTION  110 

The  Factories  Act,  1937,  requires  that  the  occupier  of  every 
factory  shall  keep  in  the  prescribed  form,  lists  showing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  Outworkers  employed  by  him,  and  shall  send 
to  the  District  Council  copies  of  these  lists  during  the  month  of 
February  and  the  month  of  August  in  each  year.  A  total  of  33 
visits  have  been  made  to  the  homes  of  persons  notified  as  being  so 
employed.  No  cases  were  found  of  homework  being  carried  on  in 
unwholesome  or  undesirable  premises. 

In  February,  there  were  9  cases  of  default  in  sending  lists,  and 
in  August,  1 1  such  cases.  Written  warnings  were  sent  to  the  de¬ 
faulters,  and  this  resulted  in  compliance  with  the  Act.

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It  was  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  for  offences  under  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  on  a  local  bakehouse.  Four  summonses 
were  issued  alleging  the  carrying  on  of  a  food  business  in  insanitary 
premises,  and  other  subsidiary  matters.  The  tenant  pleaded  guilty, 
whereupon  the  Magistrate  convicted  and  imposed  a  fine  of  £10  on 
each  summons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  142  restaurants  in  the  area, 
and  53  fried  fish  shops.  Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  condition  of  restaurants,  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  convince 
the  occupiers  that  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  were  sensible 
and  reasonable.  It  has  been  found  that  almost  without  exception 
occupiers  have  been  anxious  to  meet  their  obligations  under  the 
Regulations,  and  have  gladly  accepted  advice  and  assistance  from 
the  department. 

It  has  also  been  appreciated  that  education  in  food  hygiene,  as 
well  as  in  personal  hygiene  amongst  food  handlers,  is  an  essential 
complement  to  the  enforcement  of  the  new  Regulations.  Several 
local  firms  have  requested  short  talks  to  be  given  to  their  employees 
and  these  requests  have  been  readily  complied  with.  Talks  have 
also  been  given  to  several  local  Food  Trades  Associations. 

It  is  pleasing  to  recall  that  at  the  request  of  the  Education 
Department,  a  course  of  two  lectures  on  food  hygiene  was  arranged 
and  given  by  the  department,  to  approximately  500  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  School  Meals  Service.  The  staff  was  divided  into  two 
parts,  and  the  lectures  duplicated  and  illustrated  with  suitable  films 
and  film  strips. 

Further  lectures  were  given  by  members  of  the  staff  to  a  course 
on  food  hygiene,  organised  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 
This  course  followed  the  St.  John  syllabus,  and  consisted  of  six 
lectures,  illustrated  by  films  and  film  strips.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

In  the  course  of  251  visits  made  under  the  Act,  official  notice 
was  taken  of  49  infringements.  Of  these  infringements,  34  related 
either  to  the  employment  of  assistants,  or  to  the  welfare  provisions 
contained  in  Section  38  of  the  Act.  All  these  matters  were  satis¬ 
factorily  dealt  with  on  verbal  notice.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
once  again,  no  instance  has  been  found  where  young  persons  have 
been  required  to  work  for  periods  in  excess  of  the  statutory  maxima 
laid  down  by  the  Act. 

Fourteen  of  the  infringements  related  to  breaches  of  the  Sunday 
trading  provisions  of  the  Act.  This  necessitated  52  visits  on  Sun¬ 
days,  and  the  giving  of  a  number  of  verbal  warnings.  As  a  result 
of  representations  made  by  trade  organisations,  a  circular  letter 
was  sent  in  August  to  all  motor  traders  in  the  Borough,  on  the 
subject  of  the  sale  of  motor  cars  and  motor  cycles  on  Sundays.  A 
similar  course  was  taken  during  1955,  and  there  was  reason  to 
believe  that  the  previous  warning  had  not  been  entirely  effective. 
The  circular  letter  was  followed  up  by  a  number  of  visits  to  second¬ 
hand  motor  dealers  on  Sundays.  Offences  of  this  kind  are  difficult 
to  detect  and  even  more  difficult  to  prove,  but  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  steps  taken  had  the  effect  of  discouraging  some 
of  the  more  flagrant  offences  under  the  Act. 

In  December  the  Council  made  an  order,  cited  as  “The  South¬ 
ampton  (Motor  Agents)  Half-Day  Closing  Order,  1956”.  This 
Order  has  the  effect  of  exempting  from  the  provisions  of  Section  1 
of  the  Act,  all  shops  used  wholely  or  mainly  for  the  trade  or  business 
of  motor  agents,  in  that  it  relieves  them  of  the  obligation  to  close 
the  premises  on  one  half  day  in  each  week.  The  Order  was  made 
as  a  result  of  representations  made  by  the  traders  themselves, 
through  the  local  Motor  Agents’  Association,  in  fact  of  a  total  of 
124  such  traders  in  the  Borough,  81  declared  themselves  in  favour 
of  the  Order  being  made.

In  July  a  case  of  enteric  fever  was  notified  at  the  home  address 
of  an  outworker  who  was  employed  as  a  glove  stitcher  by  a  local 
glove  manufacturing  company.  As  soon  as  the  case  was  confirmed 
the  employing  firm  was  visited  and  arrangements  were  made  to 
suspend  the  issue  of  work  to  the  house  until  the  patient  had  been 
removed  and  disinfection  carried  out.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

The  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  now  a  major  pre¬ 
occupation  both  of  the  legislature  and  of  local  health  authorities 
and  others.  The  year  has  seen  the  passing  into  Law  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956,  and  its  progress  through  the  various  parliamentary 
stages  has  been  followed  with  particular  interest  by  those  who  will 
ultimately  become  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  many  of  its 
provisions.  This  has  naturally  resulted  in  a  sharpened  interest  in 
nuisances  associated  with  the  emission  of  smoke  or  grit,  which  to 
some  extent  have  provided  opportunities  for  advisory  and  propa 
ganda  work  in  anticipation  of  the  requirements  of  the  new  Act. 

Investigations  in  connection  with  smoke  or  grit  emission  from 
chimneys,  have  involved  a  total  of  308  visits.  Most  of  the  complaints 
related  to  the  emission  of  smoke  and  grit,  and  were  generally  dealt 
with  by  informal  action.  Two  laundry  plants,  each  in  residential 
areas,  have  given  a  considerable  amount  of  trouble  by  the  emission 
of  grit  from  their  boilers.  In  one  case,  the  problem  has  been  solved 
by  the  action  of  the  laundry  management  in  converting  the  boiler 
piant  to  oil  burning,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  this  work  was  well 
under  way.  In  the  second  case  the  laundry,  which  is  comparatively 
small,  continued  to  give  offence,  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  an 
abatement  notice  in  respect  of  grit  emission.  The  laundry  manage¬ 
ment  thereupon  abandoned  the  use  of  graded  coke  and  coal,  and 
fired  the  boiler  exclusively  on  coal.  This  step  proved  to  be  enough 
to  abate  the  nuisance  sufficiently  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  complaint. 

In  the  later  part  of  the  year  the  Suez  crisis  created  minor  local 
problems.  In  consequence  of  the  temporary  rationing  of  fuel  oils, 
it  became  necessary  for  one  large  laundry  undertaking,  which  had 
only  a  twelve-month  previously  converted  their  boiler  plant  to  oil 
burning,  to  resort  to  occasional  solid  fuel  burning  in  one  of  their 
ihree  boilers.

The  inspection  of  food  premises  was  brought  sharply  inlo  focus 
I  by  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
i  1955.  These  Regulations  became  operative  on  the  1st  January, 

:  certain  provisions  being  deferred  until  the  1st  July.  Considerable 
I  thought  was  given  to  the  method  of  implementing  the  Regulations, 
and  it  was  decided  to  send  a  summary  of  the  Regulations,  together 
with  a  covering  letter,  to  all  premises  in  the  Borough  likely  to  be 
affected.  In  all,  a  total  of  1,673  such  notifications  were  sent.  The 
immediate  result  was  a  steady  stream  of  enquiries  and  requests  for 
advice  and  assistance.  There  were  also  numerous  requests  for  the 


inspection  of  premises  under  the  Regulations.

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SOUTHAMPTON  CORPORATION  ACT,  1937,  SECTION  53 

HAIRDRESSERS’  PREMISES 

Section  53  of  the  Southampton  Corporation  Act,  1937,  requires 
any  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  hairdressing  in  the  Borough, 
to  register  his  name  and  address  and  the  address  of  his  place  of 
business  with  the  Corporation.  The  Council  have  made  byelaws 
under  this  Section,  and  it  is  obligatory  that  a  copy  of  these  byelaws 
should  be  conspicuously  exhibited  in  every  registered  business 
premises.  The  byelaws  deal  with  the  maintenance  of  the  cleanliness 
of  the  premises,  and  of  the  apparatus  and  equipment  used. 
Penalties  are  provided  in  the  Section  for  breaches  of  the  Act  or  the 
byelaws.  These  penalties  include,  in  addition  to  a  fine,  liability 
to  suspension  or  cancellation  of  the  registration. 

Thirty-six  visits  have  been  made,  in  the  course  of  which  it 
was  necessary  to  give  verbal  warnings  in  respect  of  two  instances 
of  failure  to  register,  on  a  change  of  occupier.  It  is  found  that  the 
general  standard  in  hairdressing  premises  continues  to  be  satis¬ 
factory.  In  this  connection,  it  should  be  mentioned  that  the 
National  Hairdressers’  Federation,  of  which  a  large  proportion  of 
the  local  traders  are  members,  has  promoted  a  code  of  hygiene  of 
a  high  standard.  It  is  understood  that  members  of  the  Federation 
accept  this  code  voluntarily,  and  it  can  be  said  that  compliance 
with  the  code  results  in  the  satisfactory  observance  of  the  local 
I  byelaws.  The  total  number  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
iwas  173.

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PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1933 

The  duties  of  the  Department  are  concerned  with  supervision 
of  the  sale  of  scheduled  poisons  in  Part  2  of  the  Poisons  List,  in 
shops  other  than  chemists  and  pharmacists.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  the  sale  of  listed  poisons  in  food  shops;  this  usually  means 
the  sale  of  household  disinfectants  which  fall  within  the  Statutory 
definition  of  poisons  in  grocers  or  general  shops.  Supervision  is 
also  excerised  in  the  case  of  seedsmen  and  hardware  merchants 
who  sell  arsenical,  mercurial  or  nicotine  poisons  contained  in  weed 
killers  or  agricultural  or  horticultural  insecticides. 

A  total  of  21  visits  have  been  made  under  the  Act,  and  during 
these  visits  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  four  verbal  warnings  in 
respect  of  infringements  of  the  Act  or  the  Regulations.  Thirteen 
new  applications  for  licenses  under  Part  2  of  the  Act  were  approved 
by  the  Council.  The  number  of  premises  licensed  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  200. 
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LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  OPERATED  UNDER  PART  III 
OF  THE  NATIONAL  EIEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946. 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children  (Section  22) 

Each  week  consultants  hold  five  gynaecological,  ante-natal 
and  post-natal  clinics  in  the  Health  Centre,  King’s  Park  Road, 
and  one  at  Sydney  House  Clinic.  In  addition,  women  assistant 
medical  officers  conduct  one  ante-natal  clinic  each  week  in  the 
Health  Centre,  King’s  Park  Road,  and  at  Bitterne  Park,  Oatlands 
House,  Swaythling  and  Sydney  House  Clinics.  A  weekly  gynae¬ 
cological  clinic,  conducted  by  a  woman  assistant  medical  officer 
commenced  at  Bitterne  Park  Clinic  on  23rd  April,  1956.

Mothercraft  classes  are  held  once  per  fortnight  at  the  Health 
Centre,  King’s  Park  Road,  at  Oatlands  House  and  at  Sydney  House, 
and  these  are  restricted  to  women  expecting  their  first  babies. 
The  syllabus  of  talks  includes  gas  and  air  and  trilene  analgesia 
(with  demonstrations),  diet  and  relaxation  excercises,  breast  feeding 
and  general  care  of  the  infant. 

Sterilised  maternity  outfits  are  supplied,  free  of  charge,  to  all 
patients  having  their  confinements  at  home.  These  outfits  are 
issued  at  the  clinics  on  the  production  of  a  note,  signed  by  the  mid¬ 
wife  booked  to  attend  the  case. 
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Child  Welfare 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  nine  child  welfare 
centres  in  operation,  covering  the  majority  of  the  larger  residential 
areas  of  the  town.  This  number  was  increased  to  ten  when  the 
new  health  clinic  was  opened  in  Helvellyn  Road,  Cumbrian  Way, 
Millbrook,  on  2nd  May,  1956.  These  centres  are  attended  by 
assistant  medical  officers  of  health,  assisted  by  health  visitors  and 
clinic  assistants.  Facilities  are  available  for  periodic  weighing, 
medical  examination,  sunlight  treatment,  smallpox  vaccination, 
and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whilst  immunisation  against 
whooping  cough  is  arranged  upon  parental  request.  Children  re¬ 
quiring  examination  by  consultants  are  referred  to  the  appropriate 
local  authority  clinic  or  to  hospital.

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Care  of  Premature  Infants 

All  infants  weighing  up  to  lb.  at  birth  are  included  under 
this  heading.  Where  the  home  conditions  are  suitable  and  the 
parents  are  capable  of  caring  for  the  child,  the  premature  baby  re¬ 
mains  at  home.  Special  equipment  is  supplied,  where  necessary, 
by  the  department,  including  a  cot  and  hot  water  bottles,  and  the 
midwife  continues  to  attend  until  the  feeding  is  fully  established, 
the  infant  gaining  in  weight  and  the  mother  considered  able  to  care 
for  the  child  herself. 

In  cases  where  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable,  or  when 
the  clinical  condition  indicates  it,  the  child  is  immediately  taken 
to  hospital  by  ambulance  in  a  special  cot  with  the  necessary  equip¬ 
ment,  a  trained  midwife  being  in  attendance.  On  subsequent  dis¬ 
charge,  the  case  is  kept  under  regular  supervision  by  a  health 
visitor.

Supply  of  Dried  Milks,  Etc. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  there  were  throughout  the 
town,  thirty  two  centres  for  the  distribution  of  the  national  welfare 
foods.  This  number  included  twenty  four  voluntary  centres  in 
shops.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  one  new  local  authority 
centre  was  opened,  whilst  five  voluntary  centres  in  shops  were 
closed,

In  addition  to  these  national  welfare  foods,  other  dried  milks, 
cod  liver  oil  and  malt,  and  various  nutrient  preparations  are  available 
at  all  the  welfare  centres  at  cost  price  plus  ten  per  cent. 


OTHER  PROVISIONS 

Northlands  Day  Nursery  has  been  open  throughout  the  year, 
for  the  care  of  children  under  school  age,  whose  mothers  are  in 
employment.  Accommodation  is  available  at  this  nursery  for  20 
children. 

The  charge  made  for  attendance  at  the  nursery  is  assessed  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  parents’  income,  less  an  allowance  for  rent  and  rates, 
on  a  graduated  scale.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  this  scale 
ranged  from  6s.  lOd.  to  2s.  Id.  per  day  in  respect  of  the  first  child, 
with  the  addition  of  2s.  Id.  per  day  in  respect  of  each  subsequent 
child.  As  from  7th  May,  the  maximum  charge  was  increased  to 
9s.  lOd.  per  day.

The  total  attendances  for  the  year,  4,011,  shows  very  little 
change  from  the  total  for  1955,  which  was  4,133. 

The  routine  medical  inspection  of  the  children  attending  the 
nursery,  was  carried  out  three  times  during  the  year  by  an  assistant 
medical  officer  of  health,  and  those  children  requiring  attention 
were  referred  to  the  specialist  clinics,  or  their  own  doctors. 

Stress  is  laid  on  the  importance  of  immunisation  against  diph“ 
theria,  and  in  many  cases  where  the  child  has  not  been  immunised 
prior  to  admission,  the  parents  consent  to  it  being  carried  out  soon 
after  admission, 
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In  order  to  minimise  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  a  careful 
watch  is  kept  on  all  the  children,  and  precautionary  measures  taken 
as  soon  as  the  first  symptoms  appear.  When  a  case  does  occur, 
the  admission  of  new  entrants  is  suspended  until  the  appropriate 
incubation  period  has  expired. 

Cases  coming  within  the  following  categories  have  been  given 
priority  admission  to  the  nursery  throughout  the  year: — 

(a)  mothers  who  are  separated,  have  been  deserted  or  divorced, 
widows,  and  mothers  with  illegitimate  children,  (b)  husband  ill  or 
disabled,  (c)  mother  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  or  in  hospital,  or 
sick  at  home,  (c/)  children  deserted  by  their  mother,  (e)  mother 
deceased,  (/)  the  existence  of  housing  difficulties,  where  such  diffi¬ 
culties  are  detrimental  to  the  child. 

DENTAL  CARE 

Once  again,  I  have  to  report  that  the  dental  welfare  service 
continues  to  be  severely  handicapped  by  the  chronic  shortage  of 
dental  surgeons  willing  to  operate  this  service  in  the  present  circum¬ 
stances.  All  efforts  made  to  replace  the  full-time  dental  officer  who 
resigned  in  June  1955,  have  failed  to  attract  a  candidate  for  this 
vacancy,  and  for  a  short  period,  the  year  1956  reached  a  new  low 
level  by  the  departure  of  further  officers  from  the  staff.  Towards 
the  end  of  this  year,  however,  we  were  able  to  recruit  sufficient 
dental  officers  to  make  good  the  losses,  and  the  year  ends  with 
numerically  the  same  staff  as  at  its  commencement. 

We  have  three  full-time  and  four  part-time  officers,  equivalent 
in  total  to  four  full-time  officers,  but  the  attraction  of  more  lucrative 
employment  outside  local  government  service,  still  continues,  and 
further  changes  in  the  staff  are  already  notified. 

It  was  found  possible,  by  re-arrangement  of  the  existing  staff, 
to  re-open  the  clinic  at  Peartree  Avenue,  on  the  2nd  October,  and 
the  extra  convenience  that  this  will  give  to  our  potential  patients, 
should  prove  to  be  a  real  gain,  and  it  is  expected  that  many  more 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  will  now  avail  themselves  of  the 
service  we  can  give  in  this  outlying  residential  part  of  the  town. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  for  expectant  mothers  and  mothers 
with  young  children,  a  clinic  in  the  residential  suburbs,  and  near 
to  the  homes  of  these  patients,  does  provide  the  ideal  service,  and 
one  can  only  regret  that  the  day  when  we  can  provide  such  facilities 
for  all  parts  of  the  town  still  appears  to  be  a  matter  of  the  far  distant 
future. 

Meanwhile,  the  other  two  clinics,  Cardigan  Road,  and  Win¬ 
chester  Road,  continue  to  remain  open  full  time,  and  are  always 
available  to  the  patients  who  present  themselves  for  advice  or  treat¬ 
ment  under  our  welfare  dental  service, 
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MIDWIFERY  (Section  23) 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  the  Municipal  Midwifery 
Service  was  staffed  by  a  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  seventeen  mid¬ 
wives.  The  number  of  midwives  was  increased  to  eighteen,  by  the 
appointment,  on  1st  May,  of  an  additional  midwife  for  one  of  the 
rapidly  expanding  new  housing  areas. 

The  municipal  midwives  hold  their  own  ante-natal  clinics  at 
the  health  clinics,  where  they  undertake  treatment  and  give  advice 
to  their  cases.  In  certain  cases,  they  also  attend  with  their  own 
patients  at  ante-natal  clinics  held  in  the  general  practitioners’ 
surgeries. 

Provision  is  made  each  year  for  at  least  two  midwives  to  attend 
post-graduate  courses  arranged  by  the  Royal  College  of  Midwives, 
and  four  midwives  attended  these  courses  during  the  year.  Eight 
of  the  midwives  act  as  midwifery  teachers,  and  during  the  past 
year,  twenty-two  pupils  were  received  for  a  three  months  district 
training,  from  the  training  school  attached  to  the  Southampton 
General  Hospital.  Of  these  pupils,  all  were  successful  in  obtaining 
Part  II  C.M.B.  certificates. 

Many  of  the  midwives  attend  lectures  by  the  consultants  and 
paediatricians,  arranged  by  the  local  branch  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Midwives,  and  they  find  these  of  great  value  in  their  work. 

As  a  routine  measure,  when  booking  cases  the  midwives  advise 
expectant  mothers  to  consult  the  private  practitioner.  The  neces¬ 
sary  arrangements  have  been  made,  to  enable  mid  wives  to  call  for 
medical  aid  when  this  is  needed. 

To  reduce  the  danger  of  infection,  the  wearing  of  caps,  overalls, 
masks  and  gloves  is  advocated.  In  all  cases  where  infection  occurs, 
the  midwife  is  replaced  immediately  by  a  home  nurse,  and  the  mid¬ 
wife  and  her  appliances  are  disinfected.  This  is  carried  out  at  the 
Disinfecting  Station,  West  Quay,  under  the  supervision  of  a  trained 
nurse,  or  at  the  house  of  the  midwife  during  the  week-end  if  the 
infection  is  not  of  a  serious  nature. 

Six  trichloroethylene  inhalers  were  purchased  during  the  year, 
and  these  have  been  issued  on  the  scale  of  one  per  three  midwives. 
All  the  midwives  have  attended  lectures  and  demonstrations  on 
the  use  of  this  apparatus,  and  are  now  competent  to  administer 
trilene. 

Gas  and  air  and  trilene  analgesia  is  given  at  the  discretion  of 
the  midwife,  the  patient’s  acceptance  being  first  obtained,  and  a 
medical  examination  being  arranged  in  all  cases.  The  responsi¬ 
bility  for  thecollection  and  return  of  the  gas  and  air  apparatus  from 
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and  to  the  midwife’s  residence,  is  required  to  be  undertaken  by  the 
patient.  In  the  case  of  a  night  emergency,  the  midwife  conveys 
the  apparatus  by  taxi.  In  a  case  of  emergency  during  the  day,  when 
the  patient  is  unable  to  arrange  for  the  conveyance  of  the  apparatus, 
the  midwife  can  obtain  the  services  of  a  van,  by  telephoning  the 
West  Quay  Ambulance  Depot.  All  the  municipal  midwives  are 
now  qualified  to  administer  inhalational  analgesics  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

During  the  year,  a  further  fifteen  sets  of  apparatus  for  the  re¬ 
suscitation  of  the  new-born  were  purchased,  in  addition  to  the  three 
sets  already  held.  It  then  became  possible  to  issue  this  apparatus 
on  the  scale  of  one  set  per  midwife. 

The  municipal  midwives  give  mothercraft  instruction  to  all 
their  patients  at  their  ante-natal  clinics.  This  includes  the  pre¬ 
paration  for  labour,  relaxation,  diet,  baby  bathing  and  gas  and  air 
analgesia. 

Arrangements  are  still  in  operation,  whereby  taxis  are  supplied 
by  a  local  hire-service  firm  as  a  priority,  to  convey  the  municipal 
midwives  to  and  from  their  cases  betv.een  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and 
6  a.m..  The  expenses  incurred  are  paid  by  the  local  authority. 
This  facility  is  particularly  helpful  to  the  midwife  when,  as  in  many 
cases,  the  heavy  gas  and  air  apparatus  has  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
,  patient’s  home. 

During  the  year  67  notifications  of  intention  to  practise  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Southampton  were  received,  and  included  in 
I  this  number  are  practising  midwives  in  the  Southampton  General 
Hospital  Maternity  Unit,  Nursing  Homes  and  domiciliary  service.

HEALTH  VISITING  (Section  24) 

The  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent  HealthVisitor,  seventeen 
health  visitors  and  three  tuberculosis  health  visitors,  the  establish¬ 
ment  being  one  Superintendent  and  thirty  health  visitors.  With 
the  exception  of  the  tuberculosis  health  visitors,  who  cover  the 
whole  of  the  Borough,  an  area  of  the  Borough  is  allocated  to  each 
health  visitor,  who  as  school  nurse  also  works  in  the  schools  within 
her  area.  In  addition  to  the  visitation  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  young  children,  the  health  visitors  make  visits  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  opthalmia  neonatorum  regulations,  and  tuber¬ 
culosis  regulations,  infectious  disease,  the  School  Health  Service, 
and  aged  persons.  Home  visits  are  made  at  the  request  of  general 
medical  practitioners,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  discharge  notifications 
from  the  local  hospitals  in  respect  of  child  patients.  Follow-up 
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work  is  undertaken  in  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Illness  and 
After-Care  of  the  Sick  Scheme,  and  also  in  connection  with  the 
fostering  and  adoption  of  children. 

An  approved  training  course  for  student  health  visitors  is  held 
at  the  Southampton  University.  During  the  past  year  three  students 
were  sponsored.

The  present  staff  consists  of  a  superintendent,  a  deputy  superin¬ 
tendent,  and  twenty  five  full-time  and  four  part-time  district  nurses, 
the  establishment  being  thirty  full-time  nurses. 

In  addition,  three  state  enrolled  assistant  nurses  are  employed 
on  a  part-time  basis,  for  duty  mainly  in  connection  with  the  care 
of  the  elderly. 

The  service  operates  from  the  newly  erected  premises  in  Archer’s 
Road. 

General  practitioners  requiring  the  services  of  a  district  nurse 
apply  to  the  Superintendent  direct.  The  hospital  almoners  also 
approach  the  Superintendent  in  connection  with  patients  discharged 
from  hospital  and  requiring  the  services  of  a  district  nurse.

There  has  been  no  call  in  Southampton  for  the  provision  of 
any  special  arrangements  for  the  home  nursing  of  sick  children. 

During  the  past  year,  the  district  nurses  made  special  visits 
to  1,469  patients  requiring  injections.  Forty-nine  different  types 
of  drugs  were  used  in  connection  with  these  injections,  the  largest 
being  Streptomycin  156,  Mersalyl  298,  Penicillin  633,  Estopen 
Penicillin  94,  and  Insulin  82  cases. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  (Section  26) 

Advice  concerning  vaccination  and  diphtheria  immunisation 
is  given  by  the  health  visiting  staff,  and  by  medical  officers  at  the 
child  welfare  and  school  clinics.  In  addition,  publicity  drives  are 
organised  to  coincide  with  the  national  publicity.  A  birthday 
‘greetings’  card  is  sent  to  the  parents  of  each  child  approaching 
the  age  of  one  year,  recommending  protection  against  diphtheria. 
The  medical  officers  undertaking  medical  inspections  at  school,  and 
examinations  at  the  school  clinics,  recommend  ‘boosting’  injections 
of  diphtheria  prophylactic.  Immunisation  against  whooping  cough 
is  given  upon  request  being  made  by  the  parents. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

At  the  present  time  85  medical  practitioners  have  agreed  to 
take  part  in  the  local  health  authority’s  arrangements,  and  during 
the  year  a  total  of  1,988  vaccinations  were  carried  out.  The  following 
table  gives  detailed  information  on  the  subject  and  has  been  prepared 
on  similar  lines  to  the  official  return  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

A  publicity  campaign  to  encourage  parents  to  accept  diphtheria 
immunisation  was  organised  in  Septem!:er.  The  campaign  con¬ 
sisted  of  the  showing  of  slides  at  a  number  of  local  cinemas,  press 
advertisements,  and  the  display  of  posters  in  the  local  buses.  This 
was,  of  course,  in  addition  to  the  usual  propaganda  which  is  carried 
out  week  by  week,  i.e.  posting  of  birthday  cards  to  children  when 
they  are  one  year  of  age,  and  forwarding  consent  forms  to  all 
parents  of  children  attaining  the  age  of  five  years  and  entering 
infants’  schools.  School  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors 
continue  to  advise  parents  attending  the  clinics,  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  treatment  for  their  children. 

The  results  of  the  campaign  appear  to  have  had  no  great  effect 
on  the  number  of  children  immunised,  no  doubt  due  to  the  continual 
propaganda  which  is  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  shows  an 
I  increase,  3,942  in  1956,  as  compared  with  3,644  in  1955.  Of  the 
I  children  immunised  during  1956,  2,196  were  dealt  with  at  the  clinics, 
!  the  remaining  1,746  being  treated  by  general  practitioners.

DOMESTIC  HELP  (Section  29) 

The  Domestic  Help  Scheme  provides  for  cases  coming  within 
the  undermentioned  categories: — 

(a)  Housewives  falling  sick. 

(b)  Several  members  of  a  family  falling  ill  at  the  same  time. 

(c)  Blind,  aged  and  infirm  persons. 

(d)  Maternity — during  the  lying-in  period  of  the  mother. 

A  Supervisor  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  register  of 
helpers,  and  for  dealing  with  applications  of  help. 
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The  workers  engaged  on  cases  of  sickness  or  infirmity  are 
employed  on  a  regular  basis  for  either  full-time  or  part-time  duties. 
It  is  found  that  most  of  them,  being  married  women  with  domestic 
responsibilities  of  their  own,  prefer  part-time  duties.  This  operates 
quite  satisfactorily  since  the  applicants  for  help,  most  of  whom  are 
old  people,  seem  generally  to  prefer  the  workers  to  attend  in  the 
mornings. 

There  continued  to  be  a  number  of  enquiries  for  help  to  be 
supplied  in  maternity  cases.  For  these  cases  workers  were  seconded, 
who  are  normally  employed  on  sick  and  infirm  cases. 

The  demand  for  help  for  the  chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm, 
continues  to  form  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  number  of  cases 
dealt  with.  Usually  these  cases  are  not  required  to  pay  anything 
for  this  service  or,  if  a  charge  is  made,  it  is  very  small. 

) 

From  time  to  time,  applications,  which  are  treated  as  normal 
requests,  are  received  for  the  provision  of  help  in  the  homes  of 
tuberculosis  patients,  only  volunteers  being  used  for  these  cases. 

A  large  increase  in  the  money  allocated  to  the  service  for  the 
financial  year  commencing  1st  April,  enabled  it  to  be  of  great  help 
to  the  Geriatric  Unit  of  the  Southampton  General  Hospital.  In 
a  number  of  cases  where  delay  was  inevitable  in  admitting  the 
patient  to  hospital,  the  services  of  a  domestic  help  were  provided, 
who  was  able  to  give  the  necessary  care  and  attention  pending 
hospital  admission. 

The  scheme  has  been  equally  helpful  to  the  hospitals  in  times 
of  bed  shortages,  by  facilitating  the  early  discharge  of  patients  who 
were  not  completely  able  to  look  after  themselves.

MENTAL  HEALTH  (Sections  28  and  51) 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  placed  upon  the  Council 
certain  duties  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890 
to  1930,  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  1913  to  1938.  All  matters 
relating  to  the  discharge  of  the  functions  of  the  local  health  authority 
are  referred  to  the  health  committee,  which  appointed  a  mental 
health  sub-committee  to  administer  the  mental  health  service. 

The  duties  of  the  authority  are  briefly  as  follows: — 

(1)  Mental  Treatment.  The  appointment  of  duly  authorised 
oflicers  to  take  initial  proceedings  in  providing  care  and  treatment 
for  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness. 

(2)  Mental  Deficiency.  The  ascertainment  of  defective  persons 
in  the  area;  the  provision  of  suitable  supervision,  training  and 
occupation  for  defectives  not  in  institutions;  the  taking  of  steps 
to  secure  institutional  care  or  guardianship  where  necessary. 

The  authority  may  also  make  arrangements  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  defectiveness. 

(i)  Administration 

{a)  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee.  This  sub-committee  of 
the  health  committee  has  nine  members,  of  whom  three  are 
coopted  members.  Meetings  are  held  monthly. 

{b)  Stafi.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  responsible  for 
the  medical  direction  and  control  of  the  service.  He  is  assisted  by 
his  deputy. 

Social  work  is  carried  out  by  two  officers  employed  full-time 
by  the  Council,  one  of  whom  holds  a  University  Degree. 

The  staff  of  the  Occupation  Centre  consists  of  a  supervisor, 
two  assistant  supervisors  and  a  cook. 

Lour  duly  authorised  officers  are  employed  part-time,  devoting 
approximately  half  their  time  to  work  under  the  Lunacy  Acts,  and 
the  remainder  of  their  time  to  district  welfare  work  for  the  welfare 
services  committee.  These  authorised  officers  have  had  considerable 
experience  of  work  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 
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(c)  Co-ordination.  The  medical  officers  of  the  hospitals  for 
mentally  defective  and  mentally  deranged  persons  have  acted  in  a 
consultative  capacity  when  necessary.  For  this  purpose  cases  have 
been  referred  to  the  out-patient  clinics  established  at  the  hospitals 
for  mental  defectives,  and  to  the  out-patient  clinic  established  in 
the  Local  Health  Authority’s  clinic  at  King’s  Park  Road,  and  staffed 
by  medical  officers  from  Knowle  Hospital. 

At  the  request  of  the  Coldeast  and  Tatchbury  Mount  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  mentally  defective  patients  on  licence  in 
Southampton  from  the  institutions  controlled  by  that  committee 
have  been  supervised  by  officers  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
The  reports  and  medical  certificates  required  when  such  patients 
were  seen  by  the  visitors  have  also  been  provided  by  the  staff  of  the 
department. 

Patients  on  trial  from  Knowle  Hospital,  or  out-patients  at¬ 
tending  the  hospital  are  supervised  by  the  social  workers  of  the 
hospital,  who  already  know  the  patient.  The  number  of  mentally 
deranged  persons  requiring  supervision  in  their  homes  by  officers 
of  the  Local  Authority  is  very  small. 

The  psychiatrist  employed  in  the  child  guidance  clinic  has  been 
consulted  in  many  cases  where  children  required  investigation  and 
treatment. 

{d)  Duties  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations.  No  duties 
have  been  delegated  to  voluntary  associations. 

(e)  Training  of  Mental  Health  Workers.  No  arrangements 
have  been  initiated  for  the  training  of  mental  health  workers. 

(ii)  Account  of  Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

{a)  Under  Section  28,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946; 

Prevention,  care  and  after-care. 

The  out-patient  clinic  in  King’s  Park  Road,  provides  investi¬ 
gation  and  advice  for  mentally-ill  patients  at  an  early  stage  of  their 
illness,  and  may  be  looked  upon  as  largely  preventive  in  character. 
It  is  staffed  by  two  doctors  and  a  psychiatric  social  worker  from 
Knowle  Hospital  and  four  sessions  are  held  each  week.  Persons 
requiring  advice  about  themselves  or  their  relatives  may  consult  the 
social  worker  and  private  practitioners  may  refer  patients  for 
consultation.  The  average  weekly  attendance  at  this  clinic  has  been 
thirty-four. 

Under  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  5/52,  2  male  patients  were 
admitted  to  hospital  during  1956,  and,  in  addition,  one  male  and 
four  female  patients  were  admitted  to  private  Nursing  Homes 
under  this  scheme, 
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(h)  Under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890- 
1930,  by  duly  authorised  officers. 

Each  officer  is  primarily  responsible  for  a  particular  area  of 
the  town,  but  arrangements  are  made  for  certain  officers  to  be  on 
call  at  week-ends  and  holiday  periods.  Calls  for  duly  authorised 
officers  come  from  doctors,  police,  and  relatives  of  mentally  ill 
persons,  and  are  dealt  with  during  office  hours  at  the  Civic  Centre. 
Outside  office  hours,  calls  are  dealt  with  at  the  ambulance  station, 
where  a  rota  is  kept  of  duly  authorised  officers  on  duty. 

The  duly  authorised  officers  made  arrangements  during  1956 
for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  296  patients  as  follows: — 

Moorgreen  Hospital  under  Section  20  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  203 

Knowle  Hospital  as  voluntary  patients  .  93 

Included  in  these  totals  are  a  number  of  patients  who  arrived  in 
the  port  from  overseas.  Where  no  relative  was  available  to  take 
over  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  the  patient,  or  where  the  patient 
was  too  ill  for  such  disposal,  admission  to  hospital  was  arranged. 
As  a  result  of  these  patients  arriving,  great  pressure  was  placed  upon 
the  observation  wards  at  Moorgreen  Hospital,  and  the  duly  autho¬ 
rised  officers  frequently  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  vacancies. 

(c)  Under  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  1913-38. 

(i)  Ascertainment.  Eighteen  new  cases  were  ascertained  during 
the  year  1956.  The  number  of  defectives  awaiting  admission  to 
institutions  was  16  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(ii)  Guardianship  and  Supervision.  Six  patients  were  under 
the  guardianship  of  the  Brighton  Guardianship  Society. 

Supervision  of  defectives  in  the  community  was  carried  out  by 
the  Council’s  officers.  During  the  year  205  defectives  were  under 
statutory  supervision  and  1 19  under  voluntary  supervision. 

(iii)  Training.  This  has  been  provided  in  the  Occupation  Centre 
in  Cranbury  Terrace.  There  are  48  places  available,  all  of  which 
were  occupied.  Of  these,  5  were  filled  by  County  Council  patients 
who  live  near  Southampton.  The  ages  of  patients  attending  the 
Occupation  Centre  ranged  from  7  to  65  years. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulances  provided  by  the  Council  were  available  for 
any  defectives  requiring  such  transport. 
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General 

(a)  Petitions.  During  the  year,  petitions  were  presented  to  the 
Justices  and  Orders  under  the  Acts  obtained  in  respect  of  4  patients. 
One  was  classifiied  as  feeble-minded,  and  three  as  imbeciles,  and 


were  dealt  with  as  under: — 

Admitted  to  institutions : 

Coldeast  Hospital  .  2  females 

Tatchbury  Mount  Hospital  .  2  males 


Two  male  patients  were  dealt  with  by  the  court  under  section 
8  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  and  they  were  committed  to 
Tatchbury  Mount  Hospital. 

(b)  Discharges  from  Orders.  The  Board  of  Control  authorised 
the  discharge  from  Orders  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  of 
thirteen  male  patients,  and  six  female  patients. 

During  the  year  the  following  patients  were  transferred : — 

One  female  patient  from  Coldeast  Hospital  to  Rampton. 

One  male  patient  from  Tatchbury  Mount  to  Knowle  Hospital, 
and  one  male  patient  from  Rampton  Hospital  to  the  Royal  Earlswood 
Institution. 

The  deaths  of  three  patients  occurred  during  1956.  Of  these, 
one  male  was  a  patient  in  Tatchbury  Mount  Hospital.  Of  the 
remaining  patients,  one  male  was  under  Statutory  Supervision,  and 
one  female  under  Friendly  Supervision.

WELFARE  SERVICES 


Report  of  the  Chief  Welfare  Services  Oificer 


There  has  been  a  steady  expansion  in  almost  all  the  various 
welfare  services  during  the  year,  especially  in  connection  with 
domiciliary  services  provided  to  elderly  persons  in  their  own  homes. 
A  general  enquiry  form  is  now  used  by  all  departments  dealing 
with  social  services  and  Voluntary  Organisations.  This  form  is 
used  to  notify  the  Section  of  the  various  needs  of  the  elderly,  etc., 
as  and  when  they  become  known,  or  have  been  met.  The  Central 
Index  now  numbers  1863  and  the  individual  records  are  always 
available  to  all  the  social  workers.  An  average  of  70  new  cases 
are  brought  into  the  Central  Index  each  month.  In  addition  to 
the  visiting  by  the  Statutory  Officers,  the  Voluntary  Home  Visiting 
Service  of  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee  are  making  an 
average  of  600  visits  per  month  by  64  Voluntary  Helpers.  Domi¬ 
ciliary  visiting  has  been  co-ordinated,  and  to  a  large  extent  over¬ 
lapping  in  visiting  has  been  prevented. 


Temporary  accommodation  for  homeless  families  provided  at 
12/14  Millbrook  Road  has  always  been  fully  occupied.  The 
special  Sub-Committee  has  periodically  reviewed  the  families,  and  in 
certain  instances  have  terminated  their  occupancy.  Rehabilitation 
in  a  limited  way  has  been  given  to  the  families  by  the  Social  Workers 
by  means  of  cooking  demonstrations  and  ‘make  and  mend’  classes. 
The  dormitory  accommodation  has  been  most  useful  in  providing 
urgent  accommodation  for  single  women  arriving  in  the  Town 
destitute  late  at  night,  and  for  deportees. 


During  the  year  the  total  residential  accommodation  has  been 
increased  by  6  beds  through  the  opening  of  the  final  extension  to 
Hillfield  Home  for  the  Blind,  which  now  has  an  overall  accom¬ 
modation  for  46  residents.  The  Review  Panel  has  met  regularly 
at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  all  admissions  to  the  various  Hostels 
have  been  determined  by  the  Panel  who  have  also  visited  a  number 
of  persons  on  the  waiting  list  before  admission.  By  making  the 
fullest  use  of  all  the  various  statutory  and  voluntary  services 
available  to  the  elderly,  it  has  been  possible  to  keep  waiting  lists 
to  reasonable  proportions. 
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TEMPORARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  Council  has  a  responsibility  under  Section  21  (b)  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  1948,  to  provide  temporary  accommodation 
for  persons  who,  for  sudden  or  unforeseen  emergency,  are  rendered 
homeless.  Accommodation  for  homeless  families  was  provided 
at  Mayfield  House  until  the  end  of  July,  and  at  Nos.  12/14  Millbrook 
Road,  from  August  1st.  Mayfield  House  accommodated  25 
families  and  demolition  of  this  property  commenced  early  in  August. 
Millbrook  Road  provides  units  for  15  families,  and  in  addition,  dor¬ 
mitory  accommodation  (10  beds)  for  women  and  young  children 
only. 

A  cubicle  at  St.  Michael’s  House  is  reserved  permanently  for 

men.

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DOMICILIARY  WELFARE  —  ELDERLY  PERSONS 

In  January,  1956,  a  Central  Classified  Index  of  elderly  persons 
was  inaugurated.  The  index,  which  is  contained  in  32  classifications, 
shows  the  position  at  any  time  of  the  domestic  conditions  of  all 
cases  recorded,  and  analyses  the  manner  in  which  Statutory  and 
Voluntary  services  listed  below  are  being  applied  : — 

1.  Type  of  Accommodation 

(a)  Circumstances  in  which  caring  for  self 

(b)  Resident  with  relatives,  etc. 

2.  Having  severe  disabilities

In  October  a  system  was  introduced  whereby  approximately 
100  cases  are  lifted  from  the  Central  Index  each  month  for  Review. 
The  frequency  of  visits  required  in  any  particular  case  is  dependent 
upon  the  circumstances  predominant  at  any  one  time, 
and  needs  brought  to  notice  as  a  result  of  review  are  met  through 
the  various  services  mentioned  above. 

The  development  of  the  Central  Index  has  been  largely  in¬ 
fluenced  by  the  return  to  the  Section  of  the  standard  General  Welfare 
Enquiry  forms,  which  are  supplied  to  all  Corporation  Departments 
and  Voluntary  Organisations  connected  or  concerned  with  general 
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welfare  of  the  elderly.  A  statement  of  the  number  of  forms  received

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  initial  enquiry  and  visiting 
required  in  connection  with  the  Domestic  Help  Service  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  Section  and  an  average  of  35  cases  per  month 
are  visited. 
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Burials  and  Cremations 

During  the  year  38  burials/cremations  have  been  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948,  at  a  cost  of  £599.  The  sum  of  £371  represen¬ 
ting  62%  of  the  expenditure  has  been  recovered.

Care  and  Protection  of  Property 

The  department  has  increasing  responsibilities  for  the  care  and 
protection  of  property  of  persons  admitted  to  hospital,  or  resi¬ 
dential  accommodation  or  who  have  died  leaving  no  next  of  kin. 

During  the  year,  over  50  cases  of  this  nature  were  dealt  with 
involving  a  considerable  amount  of  property  and  personal  effects. 

Ten  of  these  cases  were  in  respect  of  deceased  persons  where  it 
was  necessary  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Treasury  Solicitor,  who  is 
administering  the  estates  on  behalf  of  the  Crown.  The  property 
concerned  is  held  in  custody  pending  instructions  for  disposal. 

Blind  Welfare  Administration 

The  number  of  persons  newly  registered  as  blind  is  slightly 
in  excess  of  previous  years,  and  for  the  period  under  review  is  27 
men  and  44  women,  a  total  of  71.  Table  1  includes  this  figure  and 
other  movements  on  the  register  which  results  in  an  end  of  year 
total  of  500,  an  increase  of  1 3  persons,  representing  a  percentage 
increase  of  2.6%  which  is  higher  than  the  national  figure  of  1.1%. 
The  greater  number  of  new  registrations  appear  in  those  age  groups 
of  65  and  over.

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Table  II  confirms  that  cataract  and  glaucoma  are  still  the  main 
causes  of  blindness.  It  must  be  recorded,  however,  that  much 
progress  has  been  made  as  regards  operable  cataract  and  in  general 
those  persons  with  cataract  who  remain  on  the  blind  register  are 
inoperable  owing  to  other  factors  such  as  general  poor  health, 
senility  and  extreme  old  age. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  all  newly  registered  blind 
persons  to  encourage  the  maximum  rehabilitation  to  help  them 
to  lead  as  normal  a  life  as  possible.

Employment 

An  analysis  of  the  register  of  500  blind  persons  is  given  in  the 
table  III  showing  the  education,  training  and  employment  position 
in  two  main  groups  viz  :  Children,  i.e.  up  to  15  years  and  adults, 
i.e.  age  16  years  and  over. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  total  of  325  persons  are  over  the  age  of 
65  years  leaving  a  balance  of  175  of  whom  1 18  are  either  not  available 
or  not  capable  of  work.  Only  4  of  the  remainder  of  57  are  available 
for  work  and  are  at  present  receiving  special  consideration. 

The  training  and  placement  of  blind  persons  is  achieved  by 
the  maximum  co-operation  between  the  Local  Authority,  the 
Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  Placement  Service,  which 
provides  highly  specialised  officers  for  this  work,  and  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  National  Service  through  the  local  Disablement 
Resettlement  Officer,

Rehabilitation 

Where  rehabilitation  cannot  be  achieved  in  the  home  of  the 
blind  person,  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  admit  them  to  establish¬ 
ments  administered  by  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour.  There  are  two  such  establish¬ 
ments  providing  : — 

(a)  Industrial  Rehabilitation  —  Torquay. 

(b)  Social  Rehabilitation  —  Bridgenorth.

Handicraft  Classes. 


Two  classes  are  held  each  week  at  the  Social  Club,  when 
instruction  in  basketry  and  other  crafts  are  given  by  the  home 
teachers.  Attendances  at  each  class  are  quite  regular  at  21,  most  of 
whom  are  quite  elderly.  The  age  range  is  in  fact  from  23  years  to 
85  years  of  age,  giving  an  average  age  of  61  years.  The  value  o  ' 
work  produced  from  these  classes  for  the  year  is  £74.  The  classes 
are  practically  self  supporting. 

Home  Workers,  Etc. 

A  total  of  approximately  £660  turnover  has  been  recorded 
for  the  year  representing  the  value  of  work  produced  by  2  home 
workers  and  other  blind  persons  who  produce  goods  in  their  own 
homes  and  for  which  the  Department  has  found  a  market. 

Social  Events. 

The  main  social  events  of  each  year  are  the  Annual  Summer 
Outings  and  the  Christmas  Party.  In  August,  1956,  some  300 
blind  persons  and  escorts  visited  Bognor  for  a  day,  and  the  more 
elderly  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  Meon  Valley. 

The  Christmas  Party  was  again  held  in  the  Guildhall,  and  was 
attended  by  275  persons. 
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Deaf,  Blind. 

About  17  deaf  blind  persons  on  the  C.B.  of  Southampton 
register  are  members  of  the  Deaf  Blind  Club,  the  Secretary  of  which 
is  herself  a  deaf  blind  person.  Meetings  are  held  on  the  third 
Saturday  of  each  month,  and  with  the  help  and  guidance  of  home 
teachers,  a  full  range  of  social  activities  is  provided,  including 
outings,  rambles,  and  picnic  teas.  Once  a  year  a  very  successful 
‘sale  of  work’  is  organised,  which  helps  to  augment  their  funds. 

Home  Teaching  Service. 

The  home  teachers  paid  regular  visits  to  all  registered  blind 
and  partially  sighted  persons,  and  a  total  of  6449  visits  were  made 
by  them  during  the  year. 

PARTIALLY  SIGHTED  PERSONS. 

The  register  of  partially  sighted  persons,  analysed  in  Table  I, 
shows  a  slight  increase  for  the  year  of  7  persons,  although  there 
have  been  21  new  registrations  and  1  transferred  from  the  blind 
register  as  a  result  of  improvement  in  sight. 

Again  the  main  cause,  Table  II,  of  eye  defect  is  cataract  and 
glaucoma,  and  the  remarks  upon  the  blind  register  apply  with 
equal  force  to  this  section.

HANDICAPPED  PERSONS  (GENERAL  CLASSES) 

The  register  of  handicapped  persons  shows  a  total  of  281  fully 
registered  cases  (Table  I).  There  are  also  72  potentially  severely 
disabled  persons  whose  circumstances  have  yet  to  be  investigated 
(Table  II).  During  the  year  79  new  registrations  have  been  recorded. 
An  analysis  of  the  disabilities  of  the  281  in  Table  I  and  of  the  new 
registrations  for  the  year  is  given  in  Tables  III  and  IV. 

From  the  tables  mentioned  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  pre¬ 
dominant  disabilities  are  nervous  diseases  and  arthritis. 

In  view  of  the  broad  generality  of  some  disability  groups,  it 
has  been  thought  helpful  to  further  sub  divide  some  of  them  e.g. 
groups  H/L,  Q/T  and  V,  into  the  types  of  disabilities  registered 
under  these  heads.  This  breakdown  is  given  in  Table  V  which 
throws  into  relief  the  main  causes  in  these  groups  respectively,  thus: 
Spasticity,  disseminated  sclerosis,  epilepsy,  cardiac  disease  and 
cerebral  haemorrhage.

Employment  and  Training 

In  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  remunerative  employment  has  been  obtained  for  3  disabled 
persons. 

For  the  more  severely  disabled  who  are  unable  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  rehabilitation  courses  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  to  admit  suitable 
persons  to  their  occupational  classes  which  are  held  on  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  afternoons.  Attendances  at  these  classes  are  quite 
[regular  at  25  and  35  respectively.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  making 
I  of  soft  toys,  stools,  baskets,  bags,  trays,  lamp  shades,  etc.  These 
[articles  are  sold  at  various  sales  of  work  held  during  the  year.

Social  Activities— Deaf 

There  are  114  registered  deaf  in  Southampton,  13  of  whom  are 
children.  74  are  regular  members  of  the  Fairbairn  Social  Club  for 
the  Deaf.  The  Fairbairn  Hall,  which  is  situated  in  Augustine  Road, 
Northam,  is  the  property  of  the  Hampshire,  Isle  of  Wight  and 
Channel  Islands  Association  for  the  Deaf.  The  Hall  is  open  for 
the  use  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  on  Saturdays  ;  also  on  Mondays  for 
league  snooker  matches.  Once  a  fortnight  it  is  open  on  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays.  Club  members  elect  their  own  social  committee  and 
officers  annually  and  make  arrangements  for  social  activities.  By 
agreement  with  the  Association  they  are  able  to  use  the  building 
at  any  time.  There  is  a  full  size  billiard  table,  also  facilities  for 
darts,  table  tennis,  whist  drives,  canteen,  television  and  dancing. 
Visits  to  other  deaf  clubs  throughout  the  South  of  England  are 
arranged. 


Social  Activities — Hard  of  Hearing 

There  are  about  30  hard  of  hearing  people  resident  in  South¬ 
ampton  who  are  members  of  the  Southampton  and  District  Hard 
of  Hearing  Club  which  meets  at  the  Fairbairn  Hall  on  Thursdays. 
They  elect  their  social  committee  and  officers  annually  and  arrange 
social  events  of  all  kinds.  Their  chief  activity  is  dancing.  They 
also  enjoy  billiards,  table  tennis,  darts,  etc.,  and  arrange  outings  in 
the  summer. 

Church  Services 

The  Association  has  its  own  chapel  for  the  deaf  in  Augustine 
Road  and  services  are  held  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Sundays  in  each  month, 
They  are  conducted  in  sign  language, 
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Welfare 

The  Association  employs  two  welfare  officers  who  are  able  to 
interpret  for  the  deaf  and  dumb.  Their  services  are  available  to 
the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Youth  Employment  Bureau,  all  Govern¬ 
ment  Departments,  Hospitals,  Clinics,  and  other  places  where  the 
deaf  and  dumb  are  likely  to  need  assistance.  The  Welfare  Officers 
visit  the  deaf  at  home  and  at  their  places  of  employment  as  required 
and  deal  with  many  personal  problems. 

RECEIVERSHIPS 

The  appointment  of  a  Receiver  is  made  by  the  Court  of  Pro¬ 
tection  to  whom  the  Receiver  is  personally  responsible  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  terms  of  the  Receivership  Orders. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  12  current  Receiverships  involving 
a  total  Capital  of  approximately  £20,000.  In  addition  there  are  23 
c^ses  where  the  Receiverships  have  been  terminated,  but  a  charging 
order  in  favour  of  the  Council  in  respect  of  maintenance  charges 
accrued  prior  to  the  5th  July,  1948,  remains.  These  charging  orders 
can  only  be  enforced  on  the  discharge  or  death  of  the  persons 
concerned. 
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SPECIAL  REPORTS 

In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1/54,  a  short  statement  on  epileptics  and  spastics  is  included 
in  this  report,  together  with  information  concerning  blind  persons. 

Epileptics. 

There  are  six  school  children,  all  girls,  suffering  from  epilepsy 
on  the  Register  of  Handicapped  Pupils,  one  of  whom  was  recom 
mended  for,  but  not  admitted  to,  a  hospital  cshool.  Four  children 
are  at  present  in  hospital  schools,  and  one  was  discharged  from  a 
hospital  school  during  the  year. 

There  are  thirty  two  persons  suffering  from  epilepsy,  in  whom 
the  Welfare  Services  section  has  been  actively  interested  during  th ; 
past  year,  nineteen  of  whom  are  living  at  home,  two  have  been 
placed  in  suitable  colonies,  four  in  Hospitals  for  the  Mentally 
Defective,  one  of  whom  is  a  Voluntary  Patient,  and  one  has  been 
transferred  from  St.  Mary’s  Convent  to  The  Meath  Home,  Surrey.

Spastics.  '  ^ 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  known  to  the  School  Health 
Service  forty-four  children  with  spastic  conditions.  Thirteen  of 
these  are  in  special  schools,  three  recommended  for  home  tuition, 
twenty-three  attend  ordinary  schools,  and  a  further  four  require 
special  educational  treatment.  One  case  has  been  excluded  from 
school,  and  will  be  referred  for  special  examination,  with  a  view  to 
ascertainment  as  ineducable.  In  addition,  eight  cases  over  school 
age  are  known  to  the  Welfare  Services  section,  four  of  these  are 
employed,  two  attend  the  B.R.C.S,  Handicraft  Classes,  and  two  are 
at  home.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  THE 
HEALTH  OF  THE  PORT  OF  SOUTHAMPTON 

To  THE  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
OF  THE  County  Borough  of  Southampton 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Port 
Health  Service  in  Southampton  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1956. 

Sections  I  —  XVI  contained  in  the  Report,  have  been  compiled 
in  the  form  and  sequence  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  a 
memorandum  issued  in  1952  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Port 
Health  and  Riparian  Authorities.  A  review  of  other  matters 
dealing  with  the  Port  Health  Service  is  also  included  in  the  Report. 

During  the  year  2,051  vessels  and  193  flying  boats  from  foreign 
ports  were  boarded  on  arrival,  and  950  re-visits  were  mad^  to  such 
vessels  after  arrival,  598  coastwise  vessels  were  visited  and  141 
re-visits  were  made  to  coastwise  vessels  after  arrival.  The  combined 
total  of  visits  and  re-visits  made  to  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and 
coastwise  was  3,933. 

The  number  of  passengers  disembarked  at  the  port  during  the 
year  (not  including  m.embers  of  H.M.  Forces  or  Government 
sponsored  civilian  passengers)  was  302,510,  the  number  of  passengers 
embarked  at  the  port  was  324,346. 

47,675  troops  and  military  passengers  were  disembarked  from 
90  transports. 

The  Authority  dealt  with  135  vessels  in  Southampton  Water 
and  Cowes  Roads  by  tender  ;  from  these  vessels  5,388  passengers 
were  landed. 

The  number  of  aliens  coming  under  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Inspector  of  Aliens  was  77,734.  The  number  of  aliens  subjected 
to  a  detailed  medical  inspection  was  208,  8  of  whom  were  refused 
permission  to  land  on  medical  grounds. 

During  the  year  863  cases  of  infectious  and  other  diseases  were 
reported  on  vessels  arriving. 

None  of  the  six  quarantinable  diseases  (Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow 
Fever,  Smallpox,  Typhus  and  Relapsing  Fever)  was  landed  in  the 
I  port. 

2,249  sanitary  inspections  of  vessels  were  made  ;  226  nuisances 
I  or  defects  were  ascertained  on  166  vessels. 
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During  the  year  200  samples  of  drinking  water  taken  from  54 
vessels  were  examined  bacteriologically  ;  2  samples  of  drinking 
water  taken  from  2  vessels  were  examined  chemically  ;  26  samples 
of  water  taken  from  dock  hydrants  were  examined  bacteriologically. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  issued  235  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificates  and  3  Deratting  Certificates  under  the  International 
Sanitary  Convention. 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to 
Shipping)  Order,  1951,  101  Rodent  Control  Certificates  were  issued 
to  vessels  employed  in  coastwise  trade. 

The  Health  Control  at  the  Marine  Airport  has  been  operated 
by  the  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  who  is  the 
responsible  Authority  under  the  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulat¬ 
ions. 

The  Council  also  operated  the  Health  Control  at  the  South¬ 
ampton  (Eastleigh)  Airport  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations,  1952,  193 
flying  boats  from  foreign  airports  were  dealt  with  by  officers  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority.  The  number  of  passengers  who  landed 
from  the  aircraft  was  5,808. 

The  Port  Health  Launch  was  returned  to  service  in  February 
after  the  installation  of  a  new  marine  diesel  engine. 

During  the  year  410  vessels  which  anchored  in  Southampton 
Water,  or  berthed  at  the  Hamble  and  Fawley  Oil  jetties  were  boarded 
from  the  launch. 

The  amount  of  foodstuffs  landed  at  the  docks  was  504,447  tons. 
The  amount  of  food  condemned  was  315  tons  7  cwt.  1  qr.  3  lbs. 
14  samples  of  imported  foods  were  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst 
for  examination. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  an^ 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  als^ 
the  various  Government  and  Port  Officials  for  their  co-operation 
with  the  department.

Special  sampling  taps  are  installed  at  the  following  locations: 
within  the  dock  area  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  purity  of  the: 
water  supply  : —

Samples  of  water  are  taken  weekly  from  each  of  these  taps  by; 
a  representative  of  the  Borough  Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination. 


Analysis  of  Ships’  Drinking  Water. 

During  the  year,  202  samples  of  drinking  water  were  takeni 
from  56  vessels  ;  of  this  number  200  samples  were  submitted  to  thci 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination,: 
and  2  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst  for  chemicali 
examination. 
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On  analysis,  4  samples  examined  bacleriologically  were  found 
to  be  below  the  standard  of  purity  desirable  for  ships’  supplies,  and 
of  the  2  samples  examined  chemically  one  was  found  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  one  satisfactory. 

In  all  cases  where  results  of  analysis  revealed  contamination, 
further  investigation  was  made  and  remedial  measures  were  pre¬ 
scribed  to  the  masters,  owners  or  agents  of  the  vessels  concerned.

Professional  ratcatchers  are  available  in  the  port  and  are 
employed  by  the  shipping  companies  in  all  cases  where  methods  of 
trapping  or  poisoning  are  considered  adequate  by  the  Port  Health 
Authority  for  dealing  with  slight  or  moderate  rat  infestations  on 
ships. 

In  cases  of  pronounced  or  widespread  rat  infestations,  the 
deratting  of  ships  is  carried  out  by  fumigation  contractors  using 
cyanide  gas  and  other  approved  methods.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Under  the  above  Act,  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
(Application  to  Shipping)  Order,  1951,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  local 
authority  to  secure  so  far  as  practicable  that  any  vessel  in  their 
district  which  is  not  a  sea-going  ship  is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  has,  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  carried  out  the  inspection  of  vessels 
trading  within  the  limits  of  the  United  Kingdom,  Channel  Islands, 
Isle  of  Man,  Eire,  and  Northern  Ireland,  and  has,  after  such  inspec¬ 
tion  issued  the  appropriate  Rodent  Control  Certificate. 

During  1956,  101  Rodent  Control  Certificates  were  issued  by 
this  Authority.  The  period  of  validity  of  certificates  granted  under 
the  Order  is  four  months  from  the  date  of  issue. 

HYGIENE  OF  CREW  SPACES 

Routine  inspections  of  crew  spaces  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Nuisances,  together  with  structural  defects  caused 
by  wear  and  tear,  defects  of  original  construction,  and  other  matters 
considered  prejudicial  to  health  have  been  dealt  with  as  under  : —

SOUTHAMPTON  AIRPORTS  —  HEALTH  CONTROL 

The  Borough  Council  at  the  request  of  the  Minister  has,  on 
his  behalf,  continued  to  operate  the  health  controls  at  the  Marine 
Airport,  Southampton  and  the  Southampton  (Eastleigh)  Airport. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations,  1952,  193 
flying  boats  from  foreign  airports  were  dealt  with  by  officers  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority.  The  number  of  passengers  who  landed 
from  the  aircraft  was  5,808. 

The  flying  boats  using  the  Marine  Airport  have  been  operated 
by  the  Aquila  Airways  Ltd.  During  the  year  under  review  73  flying 
boats  arrived  from  Madeira,  4  from  Las  Palmas,  80  from  Genoa, 
2  from  Lisbon,  1  from  Marseilles,  9  from  Santa  Margherita,  23  from 
Malta  and  1  from  Gibraltar. 

Three  flying  boats  reported  minor  ailments. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  major  infectious  disease  occurring 
among  passengers  and  crew  after  they  had  arrived  in  this  country.
